Men 26 to 37 years old who are 
not now employed in essential war 
jobs will be permitted to transfer 
into war production employment 
before they are reclassified 1-A, 
Edgar C. Pierce, chief clerk of the 
Upland Selective Service board, 
announced today. . 

Mr. Pierce has just received a 
policy statement from state head. 
quarters of Selective Service. 

Men with occupational defer- 
ments who leave their employment 
without approval of the local 
board. must be classified in 1-A 
and will be immediately available 
for service, according to a direc- 
tive from Washington. 

The Upland hoard cannot ‘pers 
mit a registrant employed in a 
war supporting activity to trans- 
fer to another job unless housing 
or transportation conditions or 
valid personal reasons’ make the 
transfer serve the war effort, or 
unless his employer writes his ser- 
vices are no longer required. 

Men employed in non-essential 
jobs who transfer to war support- 
ing activities prior to reclassifi- 
cation will be given occupational 
deferments. 

“Local boards willreceive direc- 
tives in the very, near future to 
reconsider the classifications of 
all registrants presently employed 
in non-essential activities; the 
state instructions say. 

Registrants in the age group 26 
tnrough 37 will be continued on 
occupational deferment as long as 
they remain so employed. 

Mr. Pierce said it is imperative 
that local boards fill calls for the 
armed forces and that they be fill- 
ed by reclassification as it be- 
comes necessary of men in the 
older age group who are not utiliz- 
ing their skills and efforts in full 
support of the civilian war effort. 

The board will continue to limit 
to the minimum the deferment of 
registrants under 26 years of age. 

The Upland Selective Service 
board will ve to check every 
name in its files to list all men in 
the age 26 to 37 group with occn- 
pational deferments and determine 
whether or not they are en; ayed In 
essential activity.

“City Employes ~Free Show at 10 


Given Small - 
Salary Raises 


Salaries of 27 of the city’s 32 
city employes were increased an 
average of approximately $5 per 
month each, effective January 1, 
at a meeting of the city council 
last night. 

The new scale was adopted af- 
ter the council had studied a 


schedule prepared by City Man- | 


ager Richard G. Manley listing sal- 
aries paid to all classifications of 
employes at Ontario, Fullerton, 
Pomona, Anaheim, Santa Ana, 
San Bernardino, Colton, Riverside 
and Corona. 

UP TO OTHER CITIES 

Compensation paid Upland em- 
ployes after January 1 will be as 
high as that paid in the other 
cities listed and somewhat more in 
“some instances. 

The raises will cost the city ap- 
proximately $125 monthly on a 
payroll which now amounts to 
$6900 for the 32 employes, 

Salaries of the city manager, 
city clerk, city attorney, police 
chief, and water foreman were 
not changed. 

Police and firemen employed 
less than six months will receive 
only $1 more in monthly recom- 
pense. For the second, third and 
fourth successive six-months em- 
ployment period, however, police 
and firemen receive $10 salary 
advances at each stage. 

The fire chief and assistant po- 
lice chief will receive $10 monthly 
raises, 

Other increases are in hourly 
rates, as follows: truck drivers, 
three cents; garbage truck drivers, 
four cents; garbage helpers, two 
cents; equipment operators, 16 | 
cents; assistant operators, six 
cents; permanent laborers, three | 
and one-half cents; temporary la- 
borers five cents and _ janitor, 
three cents. 

The action followed the request 
of police and fire department em- 
ployes for $25 monthly allowances 
to meet present living costs. 

ALL INCLUDED 

Rather than limit consideration 
of salary adjustments to those two 
departments only, the councilmen 
decided to consider all salaries of 
all department employes. 

Councilmen said $25 monthly 
adjustments would be inadvisable 
under the present budget but that 
the adjustments made give Upland 
employes salaries comparable with 
those of the other cities studied.

For 1945 Announced 


Minimum 1945 producer price of 
27 cents per dozen for candled

Packing Houses 
Getting Ready 
For 1945 Harvest 


First picking and packing of the 
1945 navel orange crop is sched- 
uled to be started here’ about Jan- 
uary 15. 

Tentative preparations are being 
made today by the 13 citrus asso- 
-ciations in this area to start the 
annual harvest of the golden fruit 
that will be hauled to the packers 
and then rushed to markets to sup- 
ply the demand. 

While an estimate of the crop 
is not made public any more by 
the San Bernardino county agri- 
cultural department, unofficial 
forecasts indicate that. the 1945 
crop will not be so voliimnious as 
the 1944 season. The average fruit 
size, however, is much larger than 
in the past season and the total 
box production may not be much 
lower, observers point out. 

Some groves are reported to have 
a normal crop but in general the 
production is “spotted” — some 
groves having only a light crop 
and some having good production. 

Due to the fact that the number 
of oranges will not’be so great, the 
labor situation may not be so crit- 
ical as during the season, it is re- 
ported. Use of regular pickers and 
the employment of Mexican na- 
tionals is expected to provide the 
iadustry with enough pickers.
